One is a r)ela;iiin named Alphoiijio Kejrlieini 
and the other a I'lcnchman nauicd itlin. In 
broad daylight, white tha earalaas Sunday 

arowdb were streaming up and down the 

palUricd of the Palais Royal, two rufliaiis 

Siiceci'ded in e»iterinu; the hack slio]) of a 
Jeweler named I'leMiot, tlnottlitig a s^ei-- 
▼ant girl and making off with jewelry 
valued at $10,000. They quietly gained the 
Belgian territory. It is the fiisiiion to di aw 
coiii( ari*on< between the Ficiicli and 
American polii-e greatly to the di-a han- 
tage of the latter. iUit it is doubtful tbat 
a murder so audacious and public could oo- 
cnr in New York or London, witlmut iltt- 
mediate detection. 

The following aie the fact* of the crime: 
Last iSundny at I o'clock, I'rcst lot's shop 
being closed and guarded only by Cesarine, 
tbe, aervROt, lieghetm, who is the husband 
of one nt the shop women, and his accom- 
jdioe H'iii. an einpl lyi- ut' a w ine iirt- 
chant, were prowling ahoiit oiiiside of the 
back of the shop, wliu-h has two entrances, 
one facing tbe garden, tbf atber faoiug the 
Rue Montpcnsier." A few minutes pre- 
vioitaly Muie. Degheim, wiio for Rome time 
has lived apnit trum her husbitid, had 
left the counter tor the afternoon, and it 
being a holiday, yhe had gone to the coun- 
try. In tba Rua Montpensier she saw 
IW'.'hcim, and even excliau;:e I a few wurds 
With hitn.'Vtut felt no alarm, tiio'i^h alier- 
waiil ^l<e riTiiembeifd li;iviti;r been asked 
several suspicious uuestiuns about who was 
to be in the. shop tiiat afternoon. Slmrtly 
alter, it is suppuaedt Cesririue opened the 
street door lor some reason, and Mcirheiin 
anil mill, who wvvi' watclimj; t ln-ir oj'por- 
tniiity. pii>hed in and closed the dour Ira- 
hind them. 

They followed Cesarine through an -outer 
room, used as a kitchen, into a small par- 
lor, when', at the loot of a windinc stuir- 
cftte Uad.iig to the tlr.-t floor. theyj|Mnoth- 
ered and Strang!. d their helpless victim 
with a leather bell worn by one of them. 
Begbeim and Blln aecuaa each other of 
performing the aetiial strangling. Kach' 
doggedly declares that he only held thn 
woman while the other murdered her. This 
delicate point is of slender importance. Uav- 
;Bg disposed of tbe only obataela which 
they dreatled, they, with a carving knife, 
turned the key of the inner door leading 
into a shop Iroiuing the ganleii, atui filled 
^wo bags at leisure with all the valuable 
nnga, stones and Jewels that they could 
lay their bands on, viz., eighty-eight lock- 
ets, 12(5 bracelets, seventy chains and 100 
peiirf pins and riii^'-t. Prestiot, like most 
Palais lloyal jewelers, dealt both in imita- 
tion and real goods. Tba aaaaasina care- 
fully avoided burdening themselves with 
tbe former. On Thursday night the police 
were iiil'orme<l that the two men of doubt- 
ful appearance had pas.sed the night at a 
bouse of ill-fame in the Hue iSt. Laurent, i 
Brussels, where they bad attracl«d att^- 
tion by reckles'Bly giving away rings and 
bracelets. 'I'lie police io>>k advarua^jo of 
tiie clew tluus atibrded and IV.in was turlh- 
witb arrested. When captiire>l he was 
iVimiBded by treaoberoua Delllabf to 
WBott^i'#ii oiTarihglSO chains for tan 
francs apiloai and diamoad braoalt^ for » 

kiss. 

At first he protosled his innocence, stat- 
ing he bought the jewels at London last 
year. Prasaed with searching questions, 
he finally confessed he helped Begheira to 
commit ua tanrder. and revealed tbe bid- 
ing place of a portion of the stolen valu- 
ables at a neighboring hotel. Begbeim 
was then arreated in a wine shop aear by. 
Ua likewise made a PMli*l «»nf9ssion, 9fid 
gave up his jewala. ^«thai< Baghaim lior 
Klin made serious resistance. The assaa- 
sins are otlendors well known to the French 
police. They first met each other in tbe 
prison at iift, 8»ata., Xb«4:a tbay wart aarv- 
iug terma Ibr thaft. Bagbdm li a dead- 
beat of the worst description, who was aucb 
a source of annoyance to bis respectable 
and uut'orluiiate wile, she was obligud ' to 
leave him and earn ber own living. He 
had been employed for a abort time to take 
down tba anutters at Prestiot's, but waa 
diamissed for drunkenness and unpunotu- 
ality. 

Ue is a man of low and repulsive appear- 
ance, thirty or thirty-liva years old, with 
bard features, abifly ayaa, vary high ohaek 
bonea and coarse, aenaual llpa. Bun ia tall, 

less villainous looking and smooth shaven. 
He is aged thirty-seven. He was born in 
Auxarre, and will, consequently, no doubt 
be extradited. Begbaim, being a Belgian 
subject, will ba triad 4b ^ia own country, 
lioth prisoners are at present inean t-rated 
in the prison Des Petits Carmes, at ISrus- 
sels. it may bo remembered thai the body 
of tba Tiotim waa disco vored by Mwe. Beg- 
baim op ratuniUig from lier coi^itry excur- 
sion on a' Sunday night, for a moment 
she herself was suspected by tba French 
authorities. There is not the slightest

and niueh behaved b^' all in the shop. 

The pavlor iu which the murder was com- 
mitted is a small, dark room about ten feet 
square, of tbe usual French pattern.

It be- 
ing Sunday the shutters were up both on 
tbe Hue Montpenaier and Palais Royal 
flrontagcB, which to aoma extent explains 
the ease with which the assassins 
evaded detection. The greatect excite- 
ment has beeit caused in rari.4 by 
tne tragic atfair, and the Palais 
Itoyal Boo|>keepors, feeling little faith in 
tlic seiMuiiy oitet ed theiu by the police, 
ha\e or-aui/.ed an amareur police brigade 
to putroi t heir aroii'les at intervals during 
tbe night and prevent the occurrence of the 
thafka and deeds of violence which have so 
freipiently taken place lately, owing to the 
fciiiu^ular toleration sliown to the disrepu- 
talilf I'liai .ic ii is. iii:il>' and leioale, wiio in- 
ivHi the pretty aud unce lashiunable Palais 
itoyal Oardan. 

CUSTER'S MASSACRE. 

a True Account sit I.nat, titven by a 
■qnaw. 

St. PAfl-, May 21. — Since reticial ru«ti>r 
and ilia command of throe hundred were 
inAa^acrad by tba bravea of Sitting Bull, 
t'.vo or three aoeounta have been giren, each 

of whicli piirjioited to be a true history fif 
the fight. Uut of the particulars of the 
Bcane there bara baan only meager ac- 
counts. The PiouatT Praaa now publishes 

an interview between a correspondent at 

Standing Rock Agency and the wife of Ta- 

tatukabegleska, or Spotted Horn Bull. Thi<« 
woman is first cousin of Sitting Bull, and 
the story is vouched for as being a true ac- 
count of the battle. Alter describ- 
ing the a<lvance and the re- 
treat of ^Major^l Reno, Wbom the de- 
clared to be either drunk or eraty, and bis 
men thoroughly panic-stricken— tlia woman 
8tate>l that ihe retreat and its consequent 
slaughter was scarcely ended when the 
blare of Custer's trumpata told tha Sioux of 
hia approach; but they ware prepared for 
him. The men quietly crossed tba river, 
and huiidre ls jjallopcd to his rear out of 
rnn^c at fu;^t, but soon hemtnini; him in 
COhsianily narrowing circles. The woman 
mounted her pony and rode behind hei 
camp, where she oould gat a goo<^ Tiew of 
the hills beyond, ^he saw the troopa 00m<! 
up and dismount. Kach fourth man seized 
the bridb's of three horses bcsi.les his own. 
The rest deployed and advanced on the run 
toward the river. 8he saw the tw- 
rible etfect of the withering fire 
which greeted the approach f^om the 
willows on the Indians' side of 
the stream, and laughed m she said : " Our 
people, boys and all, bad plenty of guns 
antkammunltion to kill . tbe new aoldiers. 
Those who bad run away left them behind." 
Slowly trotting north along the outskirts of 
the eii,canipment, she noted the Indians who 
had crossed getting closer to the troops. 
She watched tbe latter — tliose who were 
left of them^ratreat to their hoiiies and 
mount. She heardj the yells of her kin- 
dred and the shout." of the whiles; but soon, 
as the former grew plentier and thelaiter 
fewer, ahe could distinguish little save here 
and thare an animated oluatar of man and 
horsea. 

Slowly her pony jogged downtbe stream. 
When >!ic lou licd the Minnecon'o camji, on 
the extreme left, not an hour's ride, she 
Said not one white soldier waa |visible on 
tbe field. Of borsee there were plenty; 
these the Indians spared. The Custer men 
were s<>iyn stripped and the Imliaiis knew 
tluy had killed the long-haired chief, hy 
his buckskin eoat trimmed with beaver 
which they found upon bim. Tbe Sioux 
lost . thirty killed apd mora thai) twice as 
many wonndad* tM Indiana numbering 
6.000 in all.

A beary snow and 
flood raportad aoma daya ago in • dis- 
patch from ttaranaon waa at Daad- 
wood, and additional rain had fallen 
almost every day for a month, mak- 
ing the roads impassable, and saturat- 
ing tba ground thoroughly, with wntar. 
Thii waa IbUowad by a heavy fktll 
of snow, which disappeared rapidly 
under the heavy, warm rain of Friday 
night and Saturday. The gulches at the 
valleys in tbe bills are from a few hundred 
feet to probably a quarter of a mile wide, 
generally. Daadwood la at tbo Junction of 
tbe Wbitewood and Peadwood gulchea. 
tumorous gulches in this case emptied 
their accumulation of water from the 
mountains into tbaaa two main 

Silohaa and gaTa a Tolnma of water 
at rushed down Wbitewood In 
a resistless force. Confral, this city, 
Anchor City, and Golden Gate, are on 
the beadwood, above l>eadwood City. The 
greater portion of Central would be above 
the flooa, but fbr Anchor and Golden Qata 
there was no escape. Tlie ^'ulch is not over 
(100 feet wide. DeaJwood is a town of o.OOO 
people. 'I'ho main residence jiorlioii of the 
citT ia from 100 to UOO feet above the 
gulob, and tha main business portion is 
above tbe danger line. The portion de- 
stroyed was occupied by cheap ten- 
ement houses, becond-class hotels, 
laundriee, small traders, sporting houses, 
livery stables, etc. Soma af the buildiaga 
ware built over tba atraam, which, at its 
ordinary stage, is but a few feet wide. Its 
locality was avoidwl. however, by shrewder 
interests, for dan^r was recogniied. in 
this ease timely warning .was given by 
maana of tbo t^epbono ayatam existing In 
tba Hllla and tba moat valnable articles 

were removeil. So far but three bodies 
have been recovered, but il is now believed 
I the loss of life has been great. Tba wild

It ia a baautiftil Maaonio apron eapturad 
by a Georgian artillery ofBcer in tbe Mexl* 
oan war, from tha fkmoua General Antonio 
Lopet de Santa Anna at tbe time of bis 
memorable irireai when not only his 
private lur.'L'aL'^e tiut liis wooden leg was 
left behind in his sudden flight. 

Oeneral iSauta Anna, it will be remam- 
bared, waa a remarkable man; bom In 
Jalapa in 1708, he be^an hi.s military 
career in 1821 against the Hoyalisis, and 
after some j^uceess he was given the com- 
mand of Vera Crui. He was ever a dis- 
turber, achieving distinction, and being 

fiut down and disgraced only to become a 
eader and jiopular hero once more. In 
1837, del'etidiag Vera Cru/, nua'i.-^t the 
French, be lost his leg. In lt*i*i he be- 
came Ucnoralissinio ai\d Provisional 
President of Mexico, and with 20.00i) men 
advanced to meet Geneial Taylor at 
r.iieiia Vista. He was detiMtv'd, raised 
a new army, and at I'eiro (Jordo, 
April IS, 1847, was put to ignomin- 
ious flight, in which the Masonio 
apron wEieh Mr. Waller poaaaasaa waa oap« 
tured, along with other property, by tba 
Americans. 

The apron is of white satin with a 
back of silk. At tbe top U a star am* 
broldered in gold, within which Is tba mys* 
tic letter 0 ; beneath this there Is an am> 
broldered scroll resembling a Maltese croai, 
on cit her Hi.lii of which in largo Roman 
characters are the golden letters M. U., tba 
significance of which no local craftsman 
has interpreted. Reueath this on tha 
apron's face are a large compass and a 
s>|uare, within which are a mallet and 
trowel in gold, suspended by a silver 
chain.

The object with which these works 
were slat ted was to acceriain if the culti- 
vation ot the soil would result in purifying 
the air of tbe Campagna, tbe general opin- 
ion being that tbe malaria in caused by 
atmos[iherio influences unsii-i '-|ii ible of 
liioditicatiou. The results have Iicimi most 
Batisfaciory. At first the monks were 
obliged to live within tbe city walls during 
the bad season, but aince the ground has 
come under cultivation, and, above all, 
since the Eucalyptus globulus has been 

tlauted on a large ecale in the neighbor- 
ood, the Abbev baa been inhabited ail the 
year round, and tha fbvara which Ita In- 
mates still •ometlmes suffer, are of a mild 
character, md rarely fatal; whereas, at 
the outset something like a fourth of tbe 
little community succumbed every year.
